Mrs*  Mallison,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your 
district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

The  population  of  the  district  according  to  the 
Registrar  General* s  estimate  rose  by  approximately  4% 
during  the  year.  This  increase  followed  the  trend  which 
was  noted  in  the  previous  year.  24  fewer  births  occurred 
during  the  year  than  in  1965 ^  the  adjusted  birth  rate  is 
therefore  a  little  less  than  the  comparable  figure  for 
the  Administrative  County  and  for  England  and  Wales. 

Fewer  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  than  in  the 
previous  year,  consequently  the  adjusted  death  rate  was 
a  little  less  than  the  rate  in  1965 •  The  stillbirth 
rate  for  the  district  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
National  figure  this  year  and  due  to  the  fact  that  ten 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died;  the  infant  death 
rate  and  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate  are  considerably 
higher  than  the  comparable  rates  for  the  Administrative 
County  and  for  England  and  Wales.  It  is  pleasing  to 
have  to  repeat  yet  again  that  no  death  attributable  to 
maternal  causes  occurred  during  the  year,  in  fact  the 
last  maternal  death  in  your  district  occurred  in  the 
year  1963. 

Infectious  diseases,  in  general,  followed  the 
same  pattern  as  for  the  previous  year.  Measles  was 
very  prevalent  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year. 

Six  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  received 
during  the  year.  Comment  is  made  in  Section  III  of 
the  Report  with  regard  to  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme 
for  children  entering  the  Worsbrough  High  School.  I 
am  happy  to  report  that  no  notifications  in  respect  of 
food  infection  or  dysentery  were  received  during  the 
year. 
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Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  the  immunisation  statistics  were  maintained 
at  a  satisfactory  -and  safe  level. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  stimulating  interest  and  for  the  help  and  kind 
encouragement  that  have  been  given  to  me  during  the 
year.  I  enjoy  an  excellent  working  relationship  with 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L.  Dove,  and 
with  Mr.  G.  W.  Ames. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to 
the  Staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  and  in 
particular  to  the  Senior  Clerk,  Mr.  L.  S.  Wrigg,  for 
their  hard  work  and  loyal  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

The  coal  industry  is  the  largest  employer  of  male 
labour  in  the  district.  In  addition,  a  chemical  works 
for  the  manufacture  of  gas,  hard  coke  and  chemical 
by-products  operates  in  the  district.  The  textile 
industry  is  the  chief  source  of  female  labour  in  the 
district,  worsted  weaving  and  burling  and  mending  are 
carried  out  at  two  small  factories. 


The  principal  employers  of  female  labour, 
Messrs.  N.  Corah  (St.  Margaret)  Ltd.,  are  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  knitwear.  At  present  some  five 
hundred  females  are  employed  by  this  factory.  In 
addition,  a  small  factory  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  and  the  wrapping  of  towels  provides  a  small 
contribution  to  the  industrial  life  of  the  district.

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The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  24  less 
than  in  1965.  The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied 
a  comparability  factor  for  the  year,  which  relates  the 
proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  age  in  the  distric 
with  the  proportion  in  a  standard  population.  The  crude 
birth  rate  which  is  comparable  with  similar  adjusted 
birth  rates  in  other  districts  and  with  the. birth  rate 
for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
for  our  district  last  year  was  16.5  Per  1>000  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  18.0  in  1965  and  with 
17*7  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and 

Wales . 


Illegitimate  births  represented  5.9%  as  compared 
with  7.0%  in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths 

5  stillbirths  occurred  in  Worsbrough  during  the 
year,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  This  represents 
a  stillbirth  rate  of  16.9  per  1,000  total  births  as 
compared  with  15*7  in  1965  and  with  15 • 4  per  1,000 
total  births  for  England  and  Wales.

Pour  of  the  five  stillbirths  occurred  in  hospital. 
Two  cases  we re  born  prematurely  and  were  of  low  birth 
weight.  Had  they  been  born  alive  the  chance  of  survival 
would  have  been  poor.  The  stillbirth  rate  for  ihe 
district  is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  comparable  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Administrative  County. 

Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death 
rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  12.4 
per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with  13 *8 
last  year.  There  were  168  deaths  among  the  inhabitants 
of  your  district,  37  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical 
importance  were:  heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer 
and  respiratory  diseases. 
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Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes 
and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end 
of  the  section  on  vital  statistics. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Peri-Natal  Mortality 

There  were  10  infant  deaths  during  the  year, 
compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year.  6  of  the  deaths 
occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  The  total  infant 
mortality  rate  for  1966  was  34*5  per  1,000  compared  with 
19.1  per  1,000  for  the  previous  year  and  with  19.0  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  during 
the  year. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  your  district 
takes  into  account  the  stillbirth  figures  and  those 
deaths  occurring  in  the  first  week  of  life,  and  in 
19 66  this  figure  was  33*9?  compared  with  28.2  in  the 
previous  year  and  with  25.1  Tor  the  Administrative 
County.  The  comparable  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  year  was  26.3.

Of  the  ten  infant  deaths  which  occurred  during  the 
year,  eight  occurred  in  institutions  and  two  at  home. 
Pour  of  the  neo-natal  deaths  occurred  in  infants  of  low 
"birth  weight  and  were  associated  with  prematurity.  The 
chance  of  survival  in  these  cases  is  always  poor  wh en 
compared  to  that  of  a  normal  full-term  infant.  No  less 
than  three  infant  deaths  were  associated  with  congenital 
malformations.  In  this  type  of  case  and  in  the  case  of 
tiny  premature  infants,  death  is  often  unavoidable. 
Consequently,  the  infant  death  rate  and  the  peri-natal 
mortality  rates  for  the  year  are  in  excess  of  the 
comparable  rates  for  the  Administrative  County  and  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Mortality 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  no  deaths  occurred  from 
this  cause  during  the  year.

IN  THE  AREA. 


Staff 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  off icer 
of  the  Council,  hut  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health 
work,  being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
surrounding  districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  Division  No.  25  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  one  Additional 
Inspector  are  employed  by  the  Council.

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital 
admission  were  admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital, 
Barnsley.  The  ambulance  arrangements  were  the  same 
as  for  the  previous  year  with  the  hospital  retaining 
its  own  ambulance  for  this  service.

Clinic  Facilities 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  hold  at  the  new  clinic, 
Oakdale,  Worshrough  Bridge,  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
Thursday  mornings,  and  they  are  also  held  at  Birdwell 
on  Tuesday  afternoons  and  on  Thursday  afternoons  at 
Blacker  Hill.  A  doctor  is  in  attendance  at  all 
clinics • 


General-Practitioner  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held 
v/eekly  at  the  Worshrough  clinic  in  Oakdale.  The 
domiciliary  midwives  attend  these  clinics  and  see 
cases  in  conjunction  with  the  practitioner. 

Relaxation  classes  continued  to  he  held  during 
the  year.  Education  and  advice  to  expectant  Mothers 
formed  an  important  part  of  the  curriculum.

The  Lahorator2/  service  was  provided  hy  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a  national  service 
under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Research  Council. 

The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and 
a  complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and  report 
furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 


Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs _ 
Act  for  chemical  analysis  were  examined  by. the  Public 
Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council.

The  general  pattern  of  notifications  received 
during  the  year  was  comparable  with  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Measles  reached  epidemic  proportion  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year  when  in  fact  the  majority  of 
notifications  were  received.  It  is  pleasing  to  record 
that  no  case  of  dysentery  or  food  infection  was 
notified  during  the  year.  The  improved  packaging  of 
and  preparation  of  food,  together  with  education  of 
food  handlers,  has  in  no  small  way  contributed  towards 
this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 


No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  the  disease 
was  159*  compared  with  72  in  the  previous  year. 
Parents  of  young  children  in  the  district  are  taking 
the  advice  of  the  health  visitor  and  allowing  their 
children  to  receive  protection  against  this  serious 
disease  at  the  optimum  time  of  life,  i.e.,  during 
the  second  year. 


Tetanus 


No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year, 
but  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  6  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough,  compared  with  2  in  the  previous 
year. 
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Immtmisat ion  against  Diphtheria  continued  and 
the  percentage  of  pre-school  children  at  77*9% 
exceeded  the  percentage  of  schoolchildren  at  /2. 8% 
immunised.  The  immunisation  statistics  for  your 
district  are  satisfactory  and  have  "been  maintained 
at  a  safe  level.  It  is  extremely  unlikely . that  an^ 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  or  whooping  cough  will  develop 
in  the  district  provided  that  the  statistics  remain 
at  this  level .  It  would  he  unwise  to  become  com¬ 
placent  and  every  effort  must  he  made  to  not  only 
maintain  hut  to  improve  the  figures  for  your  area. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  to 
show  trends  which  have  become  apparent  in  previous 
years,  in  that  fewer  children  were  immunised  with 
primary  doses  and  more  children  received  booster 
doses.  239  children  received  primary  immunisation 
during  the  year  and  305  received  booster  doses. 

This  compares  with  315  and  260  respectively  in  the 
previous  year.  This  trend  is  because  more  children 
attaining  school  age  have  previously  been  immunised 
against  Tetanus  in  infancy. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  reported  during 
the  year.  During  1966,  284  children  received  a 
primary  course  of  protection,  bring  the  total  for 
Worsbrough  since  the  scheme  started  to  6,693  $  anc^- 
of  these  1,751  children  of  primary  school  age  have 
been  given  a  reinforcing  fourth  dose.  The 
popularity  and  efficacy  of  the  oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  have  undoubtedly  played  an  important  part 
in  the  virtual  elimination  of  this  serious  and 
incapacitating  disease. 

Tuberculosis 

Six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  One  death  from  the 
disease  was  reported  during  the  year.  Of  the  six 
new  notified  cases,  five  were  of  the  male  sex. 

The  ages  of  the  cases  ranged  from  ten  to  sixty-five 
years.  Thorough  follow-up  and  examination  of 
contacts  of  cases  was  performed  to  eliminate  any 
possible  spread  of  infection.  Free  vaccination  of 
all  susceptible  children  entering  the  High  School 
with  B.C.G.  vaccine  is  offered  during  the  Spring 
of  each  year  and  I  would  ask  all  parents  to  take 
advantage  of  the  scheme  whereby  the  children  are 
given  good  protection  against  this  serious  disease. 
Tables  showing  the  record  of  cases  and  the  mortality 
from  Tuberculosis  are  given  in  the  following  tables.

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen , 

I  heg  to  submit  for  your  approval,  this  my 
twenty  third  contribution  to  these  annual  reports 
on  the  health  of  Worsbrough. 

The  year  saw  the  *  departure  *  of  Dr,  Barnes  to 
the  Buckinghamshire  County  Council  and  his  place 
taken  by  Dr.  C,  G.  Oddy  who  becomes  the  fourth 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  whom  I  have  worked 
since  I  came  to  Worsbrough  in  1944 « 

Relations  with  Dr.  OddyTs  three  predecessors 
could  not  have  "been  Letter  and  I  have  already  no 
doubt  that  they  will  be  just  as  happy  with  our  new 
Medical  Officer. 

There  is  again  little  to  report  on  other  than 
routine  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
the  more  spectacular  work  like  slum  clearance  is 
firmly  behind  us. 

We  were  pressed,  along  with  all  authorities 
in  the  *black  aread  to  make  a  start  on  smoke 
control  with  regard  to  domestic  premises,  but 
after  full  consideration  the  Council  again 
deferred  action  until  they  could  see  more  clearly 
what  the  fuel  supply  position  would  be  like, 
particularly  with  regard  to  its  cost  to  the 
individual . 

I  should  again  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  my  Chairman* s  interest  in  the  Department,  to 
Mr.  Ames  the  Additional  Inspector,  and  my  clerk 
Miss.  Goldthorpe  for  their  support  and  I  think 
that  I  should  like  to  record  for  the  first  time 
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in  any  Annual  Report  in  Worsbrough* s  history  the 
fact  that  this  year  we  had  a  Lady  Chairman  of  the 
Council  and  to  thank  her  and  the  other  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  understanding  and  interest.

Corporation  under  the  terms  of  the  Barnsley  Water 
Order  1961.  The  Council  has  one  representative  on 
the  Committee® 

A  great  deal  of  inconvenience  was  caused  to 
the  residents  of  Birdwell  and  Blacker  Hill  when 
the  24,f  trunk  main  in  Sheffield  Road  was  fractured 
hy  mining  subsidence  in  January®  The  two  villages 
were  completely  deprived  of  piped  water  for 
several  days  hut  it  must  he  said  that  the 
Corporation  did  their  hest  to  overcome  the 
difficulty  hy  sending  round  mobile  water  tanks® 

We  take  our  water  supply  so  much  for  granted, 
just  turn  a  tap  and  there  it  is,  hut  I  will 
warrant  that  the  housewives  of  Blacker  Hill  and 
Birdwell  during  those  days  of  breakdown  really 
appreciated,  more  than  any  of  us  ever  do,  how 
valuable  and  precious  our  water  supply  is® 

There  are  no  houses  in  the  district  without 
a  piped  water  supply®

Street  sweeping,  road  gully  emptying  and 
maintenance  of  public  conveniences  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

#  ^  0111  responsible  for  the  house  refuse  collection 
service  and  I  think  that  our  inhabitants  get  full 
value  for  money.  We  have  given  a  seven  day  service 
at  Worsbrough  for  over  twenty  years  now,  and  the 
only  time  we  deviate  from  this,  is  for  a  few  days 
following  Bank  holidays. 


We  have  been  pushed  this  year  though  by  an 
abnormal  amount  of  absence  through  sickness  and  but 
for  the  good  offices  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
who  always  helps  us  out,  I  am  afraid  that  we  should 
have  been  in  a  sorry  mess  at  times.  The  main  aspect 
of  this  to  me  was  that  we  'were  calling  on  men  from 
another  department  to  do  the  work  in  the  worst 
weather  and  then  when  conditions  improved  our  own 
men  were  coming  back  and  gaining  the  benefits  of 
lighter  work  and,  under  our  system  of  allowing 
them  to  go  home  when  the  set  daily  task  was 
completed,  shorter  hours  also. 
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So  seriously  did  I  consider  this  that  I  asked  for 
a  small  Suh  Committee  to  he  appointed  to  interview 
some  of  the  men  involved  hut  this  meeting  was  not 
held  during  the  year  -under  review* 

The  beginning  of  the  year  saw  the  introduction 
of  the  40  hour  week  hut  I  am  pleased  to  record 
that  under  our  hin  bonus  plus  task  scheme  the  men 
took  this  in  their  stride. 

Another  innovation  during  the  year,  which 
helped  both  the  service  and  the  men,  was  their 
agreement  to  alter  one  of  their  Bank  Holidays. 

They  have  always  had  Xmas  Day,  Boxing  Day,  and 
then  Hew  Year’s  Day  off  and  these  days  falling 
as  they  do  following  two  consecutive  weekends, 
plus  the  fact  of  nearly  every  house  halving  extra 
fires  at  this  time  really  knock  the  service  for 
’six’.  Anyway, by  agreement  as  I  have  said,  they 
exchanged  N ew  Year’s  Day  for  Whit-Tuesday  and 
this  has  helped  considerably .  In  addition  the 
Council  agreed  to  their  working  on  the  Saturday 
preceding  any  holiday  and  we  are  now  always  back 
on  our  mark  by  the  weekend  following.  All  these 
’manoeuvres’  have  become  necessary  because  of  the 
shorter  working  week  plus  the  evergrowing  number 
of  dustbins  coupled  with  the  important  fact  that 
we  have  not  increased  our  staff  for  many  years. 

During  the  year  I  decided  to  experiment  with 
the  use  of  a  small  number  of  plastic  bins.  These 
were  placed  at  picked  houses  where  we  k new  that 
they  would  be  filled  with  as  heavy  a  load  as  one 
can  get  at  ordinary  houses  today  and  where  we 
also  knev/  that  the  bins  would  not  be  abused  by 
putting  in  burning  refuse  and  the  like,  and  after 
a  year’s  service  we  can  say  that  they  appear  to 
be  standing  up  to  our  requirements.  The  main 
feature  of  these  plastic  bins  is  their  lightness 
in  weight,  about  one  quarter  of  the  weight  of  a 
galvanised  bin,  which  is  considerable  when  we 
realise  that  the  men  are  lifting  over  5  <>500  bins 
per  week.  They  are  also  rust  proof  and  quite 
attractive  in  appearance. 

Two  vehicles  are  engaged  on  the  work,  both 
S^elvoke  &  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tippers,  manned  by 
two  drivers,  eight  ashbinmen  and  a  working  foreman, 
a  total  of  eleven  men.  In  addition  we  have  a  man 
engaged  on  tip  control  as  will  be  noted  under  the 
next  heading. 
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One  of  the  vehicles  was  obviously  coming  to  the 
end  of  its  life  and  the  Council  agreed  to  replace  it. 

We  had  demonstrations  and  it  was  finally  decided 
to  buy  a  Karrier  ,fGamecock,f  with  dual  tip  body 
complete  with  packer  plate.  This  vehicle  did  not 
come  into  operation  during  the  year  under  review. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

We  are  still  using  two  tips  for  the  disposal 
of  the  town's  house  refuse. 

The  least  used  of  the  two  is  at  Dovecliffe 
where  we  only  tip  the  refuse  from  Blacker  Hill 
each  Friday  morning.  This  tip  is  rapidly  becoming 
filled  up  and  will  not  last  us  much  longer  which 
will  mean  that  we  shall  have  to  bring  the  refuse 
down  to  Worsbrough  which  means,  in  turn,  extra 
time  and  expense. 

Our  main  tip  is  still  at  Haverlands  Lane, 
Worsbrough  Bridge  which  I  have  said  for  many  years 
now  is  so  convenient  for  us. 

One  of  the  main  risks  on  tips  these  days  is 
outbreaks  of  fire.  There  are  several  reasons  for 
these,  hot  ashes  in  combination  with  the  high  paper 
content  of  bins,  internal  combustion,  but  the 
most  lamentable  reason  is  the  deliberate  setting 
fire  of  the  tips  by  children.  These  fires  can  be 
costly  items  too,  but  fortunately  now  that  we  have 
a  tip  dozer  we  can  push  the  burning  refuse  and 
separate  it  from  the  main  tip.  In  March  we  had 
one  fire  which  was  pretty  serious,  aided  as  it 
was  by  high  winds,  and  lasted  a  week  on  and  off. 

In  June  we  had  a  further  two,  one  of  which  started 
over  the  Whit  weekend  and  lasted  again  for  a  week. 

CARAVANS 


There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  which  are 
licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960,  nor  do  we 
seem  to  have  any  need  for  them. 

CLEAN  AIR 

There  is  very  little  positive  progress  to 
record  on  this  matter  insofar  as  the  declaration 
of  smoke  control  areas  is  concerned. 
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A  circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  in 
January  urging  all  local  authorities  in  the  "black 
areas’1  to  go  ahead  with  smoke  control  areas.  The 
Council  duly  considered  the  matter  and  informed  the 
Minister  that  they  were  prepared  to  proceed  if  he 
could  guarantee  that  enough  appropriate  fuels  would 
he  made  available  at  prices  comparable  with  coal. 

This  latter  point  is,  of  course,  a  matter  of 
how  you  look  at  it.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in 
terms  of  heat  value,  solid  smokeless  fuels  are 
every  bit  as  cheap  as  coal,  but  one  cannot  escape 
the  fact  that  the  layman  still  thinks  in  terms 
of  the  price  per  ton  and  to  him  coke  is  dearer 
than  coal*  In  the  meantime  young  married  couples 
who  are  buying  their  houses,  and  especially  so 
where  both  of  them  are  out  at  wrork,  are  installing 
mainly  gas  or  electric  heating  systems  and  these 
users  are  being  lost  forever  to  the  coal  industry. 

To  return  to  the  Ministry’s  circular,  a  reply 
was  received  and,  of  course,  they  stated  the 
obvious,  that  a  Smoke  Control  Order  would  not  be 
confirmed  unless  the  Minister  was  satisfied  that 
sufficient  smokeless  fuel  was  available  and 
advised  the  Council  to  consult  the  various  bodies 
concerned.  This  we  did  and  their  replies  were 
submitted  to  the  Committee  in  December# 

In  September  I  received  a  complaint  about 
the  emission  of  grit  from  the  Barnsley  District 
Coking  Company’s  boiler  chimney.  Grit  arrestors 
were  provided  here  years  ago  and  so  I  spoke  to 
the  Works  on  the  'phone  to  see  what  had  gone  wrong. 
Whatever  it  was,  it  was  put  right  within  24  hours. 

I  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  co-operation  we 
always  receive  from  this  Company,  from  the  Managing 
Director  downwards# 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  I  was  once  more 
elected  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  West 
Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Council#  I  do  feci  that 
this  is  a  worthwhile  organisation^:  although  it  is 
purely  advisory,  but  the  information  gained  is 
invaluabl e . 

Bus  Burning 

Several  complaints  have  been  received  during 
the  year  of  smoke  nuisance  being  caused  by  the 
burning  of  bus  bodies  at  Blacker  Hill. 
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This  business  has  received  Town  Planning  approval 
and  is  "being  carried  out  on  land  adjoining  the 
Coking  Company  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
which  in  turn  immediately  adjoins  the  Barrow 
Colliery,  and  so  I  suppose  if  we  have  to  have  a 
"business  of  this  nature  in  the  district  I  could 
not  think  of  a  more  suitable  place  to  put  it. 

The  firm  concerned  is  principally  engaged  in 
exporting  reconditioned  diesel  engines  to  the  Par 
East  and  the  bus  bodies  are  incidential  to  this. 

The  aluminium  body  panels  and  all  hea,vy  metal  are 
removed  leaving  a  timber  hulk  which  is  destroyed 
by  burning.  The  business  is  a  large  one  and 
burning  goes  on  almost  each  day.  This  is  mostly 
done  at  night  to  reduce  complaints  and  we  have 
insisted  that  no  burning  should  take  place  when 
the  wind  direction  is  over  the  village.  This 
means  a  north-westerly  wind  and  fortunately  this 
is  not  a  frequent  occurrence,  nevertheless  for  one 
reason  or  another  we  do  get  the  occasional  complaint 
and  I  always  try  to  get  along  there  immediately 
but  I  must  say  that  I  have  never  yet  seen  smoke 
blowing  over  the  houses. 

We  did  receive  complaints  about  another  bus 
burning  business,  which  is  just  over  the  border 
in  a  neighbouring  district,  and  seems  to  me  to  be 
rather  badly  situated.  It  lies  in  a  valley  between 
some  residential  property  in  our  district  and  a 
large  Council  housing  scheme  in  the  district 
concerned.  Fortunately  it  does  not  seem  to  be  on 
the  scale  of  the  one  I  have  already  dealt  with 
or  I  am  sure  we  should  hear  much  more  about  it. 

The  matter  was  brought  before  my  Council  who  in 
turn  officially  notified  the  Council  concerned 
who  seem  to  have  taken  effective  action  because 
no  further  complaints  were  received. 

We  continued  to  take  daily  readings  on  behalf 
of  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  being  one  of  the 
towns  invited  to  form  Part  1  of  the  National 
Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

COLLIERY  SPOILBANK 

There  is  only  one  colliery  spoilbank  in  the 
area,  the  one  belonging  to  the  Barrow  Colliery, 
and,  as  always,  this  has  been  kept  under  excellent 
control  and  no  complaint  about  it  has  been 

-v- 

received. 


NOISE  NU  STANCE 


A  complaint  was  made  in  August  by  a  "building 
firm  which  was  developing  a  small  residential  site 
in  Worshrough  Village ,  about  the  noise  which  was 
being 'made  by  the  feed  water  pumps  at  the  Barnsley 
District  Coking  Company ,  and  which  they  felt  would 
be  a  nuisance  to  people  bpying  their  houses,  and 
could  even  affect  sales. 

This  is  a  noise  which  has  been  going  on 
presumably  since  the  Coking  Company  first  started 
and  one  which  people  living  much  nearer  than 
Worsbrough  Village  donft  even  notice,  but  it  was 
a  complaint  and  we  investigated  it.  We  found 
that  the  two  feed  pumps  at  the  Plant  were 
comparatively  new  ones  and  were  fitted  with  the 
maker Ts  o wn  silencers .  The  Plant  Engineer  however 
was  most  co-operative  and  tested  the  two  pumps  in 
turn  and  one  of  them  was  louder  than  the  other. 

A  new  silencer  was  fitted  and  the  complainant  was 
satisfied. 

OFFICES ,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  196,5 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  62  premises 
registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

During  the  year  two  sub-postal  sorting 
offices,  six  retail  shops  and  one  catering  premise 
were  deleted  from  the  register,  the  former  due  to 
the  cessation  and  transfer  of  the  business  to  a 
central  sorting  office  and  the  latter  due  to 
business  failure  or  reverting  to  employing  only 
members  of  their  family. 

All  the  new  registrations,  consisting  of  1 
office,  1  warehouse  and  3  catering  establishments 
were  secured  as  a  result  of  routine  inspections. 

In  this,  the  second  full  year  of  operation, 
all  the  visits  to  registered  premises  were  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  ,f  general"  inspection. 

As  a  result  of  this  work  the  Council  served 
13  informal  notices  on  occupiers  of  premises 
drawing  their  attention  to  various  contraventions 
under  the  Act. 

By  comparison  with  last  year,  when  93  informal 
notices  were  served,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
occupiers  of  registered  premises  are  aware  of  their 
obligations  under  the  Act  and  are  making  every 
endeavour  to  secure  compliance. 
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The  majority  of  notices  served  this  year*  (as 
in  the  past)  dealt  with  minor  infringements  of  the 
Act  i#e.  the  provision  of  a  thermometer,  first  aid 
kit  and  abstract  of  the  Act. 

Three  accidents  were  reported  during  the  yearc

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SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  196U 

The  Council  appointed  me  as  the  authorised 
officer  under  this  Act  which  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  April  1965* 

Registration  of  premises  is  for  three  years, 
after  which  they  must  be  renewed*  The  local  authority 
has  no  right  to  refuse  registration. 

The  Act  is  the  result  of  the  Report  of  a  Working 
Party  set  up  to  consider  the  sale  of  scrap  metals 
and  the  control  of  dealers  in  old  metals  and  its 
main  purpose  is  to  bring  them  under  the  purviev/  of 
the  police,  and  not  for  any  public  health  consideration. 
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Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  deal  with 
records  to  he  kept  hy  scrap  dealers  and  offences 
relating  to  scrap  metal  and  these  are  the  sole 
responsibility  of  the  Police,  our  only  duty  is 
to  keep  a  register  and  as  I  have  already  said, 
we  have  no  discretion  to  refuse  registration* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises 
registered  was  3« 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION J3P  FOOD 


Milk 


The  main  retailers  of  milk  in  the  area  are  the 
Barnsley  British  Co-operative  Society  and  the 
Express  Dairies  Ltd. 

We  have  three  local  producers  of  "Untreated1* 
milk;  one  of  these  has  a  large  self-contained 
pedigree  herd  and  sells  his  bottled  milk  direct 
to  the  Barnsley  Co-op  dairy,  the  other  two  are 
producer-retailers  and  sell  their  milk  in  cartons* 

Regular  samples  of  all  milks  are  taken  and 
perhaps  it  is  worthy  of  mention  that  another 
designation  of  milk  came  into  being  during  the 
year  so  far  as  Worsbrough  is  concerned  and  that 
was  UoH.T*  milk  (Ultra  High  Temperature)  which 
to  the  layman  is  the  same  as  Sterilised  milk  but 
has  the  tremendous  advantage  of  being  able  to  be 
kept  for  several  months  without  souring. 

Seven  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Wakefield  for  statutory  examination. 
Five  of  these  were  Pasteurised,  one  was  Sterilised 
and  the  remaining  one  was  a  U.H.T.  milk*  All 
were  satisfactory*  This  is  only  a  small  number 
of  samples  but  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  these 
milks  are  being  sold  in  all  the  surrounding  areas 
and  so  are  being  tested  frequently. 

My  main  concern  in  sampling  is  to  keep  a 
close  watch  on  those  "Untreated"  tuberculin  tested 
milks  (i*e*  raw  milks)  produced  within  our  own 
boundary* 

We  have  three  producers,  as  I  have  already 
said,  and  seventeen  samples  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  biological  examination  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  brucella  abortus. 
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All  were  found  to  te  free  from  tubercle  ‘bacilli, 
dut  one  of  the  producer-retailers*  milks  was  found 
to  he  infected  with  hrucella  abortus  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  served  a  "Heat  Treatment"  notice 
on  him  requiring  the  milk  to  he  pasteurised.  This 
was  in  December  and  the  notice  was  still  in  operation 
at  the  year-end.  Prior  to  this,  the  County  Council fs 
milk  sampling  officer  picked  up  a  similarly  infected 
milk  from  the  same  producer  at  the  beginning  of 
November,  and  a  "Heat  Treatment"  notice  was  served 
on  him  then  also,  but  after  I  had  taken  samples 
from  the  whole  herd,  (fifty  seven)  the  offending 
beasts  were  segregated  and  their  milks  sent  for 
pasteurisation  and  the  notice  lifted.  As  I  have 
already  said,  I  took  another  sample  in  December 
which  shewed  further  beasts  to  be  infected  and  the 
herd  was  again  under  a  "Heat  Treatment"  notice. 

I  regard  the  regular  sampling  of  Untreated 
milks  as  one  of  the  most  important  jobs  which  we 
have  to  do,  and  the  fact  that  we  do  keep  finding 
an  infected  milk  shews  how  necessary  it  is.  I 
think  it  also  shews,  as  I  have  often  said  in  the 
past,  it  is  high  time  that  this  job  was  tackled 
by  the  powers  that  be  with  the  same  vigour  with 
which  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  milk  was 
tackled  a  few  years  ago. 

Ice  Cream 


The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1955  are  the  same  as  last  year,  viz* 
47 «  All  are  retail  food  shops  and  sell  pre-wrapped 
products . 

Regular  sampling  is  carried  out,  but  as 
stated  in  previous  years  the  main  manufacturers 
are  national  firms  which  means  that  their  products 
are  sampled  by  all  Health  Departments  throughout 
the  Country. 

We  had  one  case  during  the  year  when  a 
refrigerator  failed  and  as  it  is  illegal  to  re¬ 
freeze  ice  cream  without  its  being  re-pasteurised, 
we  condemned  111  blocks  of  various  types.  This 
was  inspected  at  the  request  of  the  retailer  and 
shews  that  they  have  been  made  aware  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.

In  September  we  had  two  samples  out  of  four 
taken  on  one  day  which  fell  into  the  Ministry fs 
Provisional  Grade  4?  which  was  far  from  being  a 
satisfactory  result. 

One  of  them  was  taken  from  a  retail  van  and 
had  been  manufactured  in  a  neighbouring  authority. 

I  contacted  my  colleague  there  who  said  that  the 
man  concerned  was  a  Tgoodf  producer  but  that  he 
would  investigate  the  matter. 

The  second  was  the  product  of  a  national 
firm  the  local  manager  of  which  said  that  this  one 
complaint  was  the  only  one  they  had  received  and 
he  could  offer  no  explanation.  I  do  not  consider 
the  occasional  Grade  3  or  4  a  serious  matter  from 
the  public  health  point  of  view  as  the  Ministry 
has  clearly  told  us  that  too  much  emphasis  should 
not  be  laid  on  the  occasional  sample  but  an 
opinion  should  be  based  on  a  series  of  samples. 

Prom  this,  I  should  not  like  anyone  to  think  that 
I  consider  a  Grade  4  sample  as  satisfactory  either, 
it  isn*t,  but  I  would  emphasise  that  the  Provisional 
Grading  is  not  an  indication  of  the  quality  in  food 
value  of  ice  cream,  it  is  a  standard  to  judge 
methods  of  manufacture,  storage  distribution, 
etc.,  from  a  hygienic  standpoint. 

Twenty  nine  samples  were  taken  from  seven 
manufacturers  and  the  results  were  as  shewn  below, 
pi  aced  in  the  provisional  grades  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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Meat 


There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
the  Council  having  closed  them  down  hy  resolution 
under  Section  4  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1954* 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Barnsley 
Abattoir  and  most  of  our  meat  supply  is  killed 
there . 


Regular  inspection  of  all  the  food  shops  in 
the  district  is  carried  out  to  ensure  as  far  as 
it  is  possible  that  food  is  being  prepared,  stored 
and  sold  under  clean  conditions;  and  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  during 
the  year  under  review. 


School  canteens  are  visited  weekly  and  as  I 
have  said  in  previous  years,  the  standard  in  them 
is  very  good  indeed.  One  new  school  canteen  was 
opened  in  January  and.  that  was  the  one  serving 
the  Ward  Green  Junior  Mixed  &  Infant  School.  This 
new  canteen  highlights  the  deficiencies  and  poor 
structural  condition  of  the  old  canteen  at  that 
school  where  hundreds  of  school  meals  are  still 
being  prepared  daily  under  great  difficulties  and 
I  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  efforts  of  the 
canteen  staff  in  producing  clean  food  under  well- 
nigh  impossible  conditions.  We  were  told  that  it 
would  not  last  much  longer  over  a  year  ago,  but 
it  still  carries  on  I  think  it  is  now  high  time 
that  it  was  closed  down. 


Food  Complaints 

A  complaint  regarding  a  tin  of  proprietary 
powdered  skimmed  milk  was  received  from  a  man 
who  blamed  it  for  a  severe  attack  of  stomach  ache. 

I  could  not  see  how  this  could  be,  but  we  cannot 
ignore  complaints  of  this  nature,  and  I  took  a 
sample  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  whose 
report  shewed  the  sample  to  be  free  from  pathogens. 

Another  complaint  was  about  a  tin  of  corned 
brisket  which  the  householder  said  had  been 
bought  Sit  a  local  shop  and  which  he  thought  to 
be  "black  and  mouldy". 
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Examination  shewed  the  meat  to  he  perfectly 
wholesome,  although  there  was  some  of  the  black 
discolouration  which  one  sees  in  tinned  meats, 
and  it  was  also  proved  to  me  hy  the  Grocery  Manager 
of  the  firm  concerned  that  the  meat  could  not  have 
"been  bought  in  the  Worsbrough  area* 

The  third  complaint  that  we  received  about 
food  was  beyond  any  doubt  valid  and  the  shopkeeper 
was  liable  to  prosecution*  It  concerned  a 
chocolate  Swiss  roll  the  artificial  cream  filling 
of  which  was  rancid*  The  Sales  Manager  of  the 
Bakery  involved  was  able  to  ’date*  the  time  of 
manufacture  from  the  wrapping  which  proved  the 
roll  to  be  eight  weeks  old  and  so  it  resolved 
itself  into  the  simple  fact  of  the  shopkeeper  not 
having  rotated  his  stock.  The  Council  considered 
the  case  and  as  it  was  their  first  ! offence * 
decided  to  issue  a  strong  warning.

New  Houses 

The  Council  built  28  houses  during  the  year 
by  their  direct  labour  department,  andnone  by 
contract .

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Council  House  Lettings 

The  position  regarding  these  is  as  in  previous 
years •  This  means  that  apart  from  bungalows  and 
bedsitters  which  are  let  by  the  Housing  Committee 
itself 5  and  which  have  proved  a  valuable  means  of 
obtaining  under-occupied  two  and  three  bedroomed 
houses,  ordinary  houses  are  let  strictly  according 
to  the  date  of  application.  There  is  a  list  of 
applications  posted  in  the  entrance  hall  of  the 
Council  Offices  and  any  applicant  can  see  for 
himself  his  exact  position  on  the  list* 

The  average  waiting  time  for  lodger  families 
is  at  present  about  2-g-  years  which  may  seem  a  long 
time  to  them  but  is  well  within  the  national 
average . 

It  has  been  the  practice  now  for  a  good  many 
years  in  October  of  each  year  for  every  lodger 
family  applicant  to  receive  a  letter  from  the 
Housing  Department  asking  if  their  conditions  have 
changed  and  particularly  to  find  out  if  their 
application  is  still  a  valid  one.  This  means  that 
each  year  the  Committee  know  exactly  how  many 
lodger  family  applicants  are  still  needing  houses.

Unfit  Houses 

Our  unfit  house  programme  has  been  completed 
for  a  year  or  two  now,  but  we  still  have  the 
occasional  house  cropping  up  and  four  like  this 
arose  during  the  year. 

The  first  two  were  in  January  and  were  the 
two  railway  houses  known  as  1  and  2  Lewden  Cottages, 
Worsbrough  Dale.  The  tenants  here  have  been  troubled 
for  a  few  years  now  by  the  flooding  of  the  nearby 
river  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall  which  virtually 
marooned  them,  and  the  tenants  and  their  children 
at  these  times  had  to  climb  on  to  the  adjoining 
electric  railway  line  and  walk  100  yards  to  the 
public  roadway. 
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This  flooding  "became  more  frequent  and  when  I 
eventually  contacted  British  Railways  they  agreed 
that  in  view  of  this  flooding  coupled  with  the 
condition  of  the  houses  themselves,  they  would 
raise  no  objection  to  Demolition  Orders  being 
placed  on  them. 

In  March  a  Demolition  Order  was  placed  on 
No,  76  West  Street,  Worsbrough  Bridge  and  a 
Closing  Order  on  No.  14  Chapel  Street,  Birdwell. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair’ 

No  applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants 

Sixty-one  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
were  received  which  is  a  slightly  larger  figure

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT « 


Vital  Statistics 

A  table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown 
for  each  of  the  County  districts  in  the  Division., 

This  may  he  of  interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing 
how  each  stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in 
relation  to  the  County  and  National  statistics. 

Population. 

The  Registrar  General* s  estimate  of  the  population 
in  the  Division  at  mid  1966  was  79*530*  compared  with 
79*070  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in 
population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  deaths 
was  557  in  1966,  compared  with  652  in  the  previous 
year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the 
Division  in  1966  was  1,406,  compared  with  1,482  in 
1965.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  crude  birth  rate  of 
17.7  pen  1,000,  compared  with  18.7  per  1,000  in  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births 
was  75  in  1966.  This  represents  5*3%  of  the  total 
births,  compared  with  5.k%  in  1965,  and  5.3/S  in  1964. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  29  stillbirths  during  the  year, 
compared  with  24  during  1965*  This  gives  a  stillbirth 
rate  of  20.2  compared  with  15 • 9  in  1965  &nd  with  15*9 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the 
addition  and  subtraction  of  inward  and  outv/ard  transfers 
was  849*  which  was  19  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  a  crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10.7 
as  compared  with  10. 5  in  1965. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the 
year,  wh ich  occurred  in  Cudworth  and  Darton.  The 
maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  1.39, 
compared  with  0.25  for  the  Administrative  County  and 
with  0.26  for  England  and  Wales.  In  both  cases  the 
death  was  not  preventable  during  the  ante-natal  period 
The  divisional  figure  is  in  excess  of  the  national 
average  this  year  but  there  have  been  years  when  no 
maternal  death  occurred  in  the  Division.

There  were  37  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in 
the  year,  of  which  25  occurred  in  the  neo-natal 
period*  This  compares  with  31  an d  19  respectively 
in  the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent  an 
infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  26 *3 > 
compared  with  20.7  for  the  previous  year  and  with 
19*0  for  England  and  Wales. 

I  would  like  to  again  draw  attention  to  the 
fact  that  of  the  18  infant  deaths  occurring  within 
the  first  week  of  life  three  of  them  were  so 
premature  as  to  he  helow  the  age  of  viability. 

This  means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would 
not  even  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but 
rather  as  miscarriages  and  as  such  would  never 
have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  The 
number  of.  deaths  in  this  category  shows  an  increase 
this  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Prematurity  was  associated  with  no  less  than  nine 
deaths  in  the  early  neo-natal  period,  demonstrating 
the  importance  of  this  factor  as  a  contributory 
cause  of  death  in  early  infancy.  Of  the  37 
babies  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  30  were  born 
in  hospital  7  at  home. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division 
was  32.8,  compared  with  25.1  for  the  Administrative 
County.  The  Registrar  General  has  provided  a  peri¬ 
natal  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  this  year 
represents  26.3.  The  occurrence  of  infant  deaths 
associated  with  prematurity  is  responsible  for  the 
relatively  high  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the 
year. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  illegitimate 
infant  deaths  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  = 
13.33  for  the  division.

You  will  see  from  the  table  that  some  686  were 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox  during  the  year,  which 
represents  an  increase  of  217  compared  with  1965o 
You  will  recall  that  in  1961,  554  children  were 
vaccinated  and  in  1962  this  rose  to  a  bumper  figure 
of  1,516  due  to  the  proximity  of  Smallpox  at 
Bradford.  In  1963  the  number  vaccinated  fell  to 
218  and  since  then  steady  progress  has  been  made 
towards  and  beyond  the  figure  which  appertained 
previously.

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion 
of  the  report  on  the  state  of  immunity  in  each 
Urban  District.  The  percentage  of  children  immunised 
in  the  pre-school  age  group  and  the  school  age  group 
show  a  slight  fall  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 
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The  overall  percentage  of  children  who  have  "been  fully 
protected  however  remains  at  a  high  level  and  we  can 
regard  the  figures  presented  as  entirely  satisfactory. 
In  the  case  of  the  Dodworth  Urban  District  the 
apparent  fall  in  the  0-4  years  age  group  is  due  to 
the  removal  of  immunisation  cards  relating  to  children 
resident  in  the  High  Green  Division  following  the 
introduction  of  the  computor  scheme  for  immunisation 
in  that  area.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

There  was  again  a  fall  in  the  number  of  women 
attending  West  Riding  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  the 
number  of  attendances  also  showed  some  slight 
decline.  The  trend  towards  general  practitioners 
running  their  own  ante-natal  clinics,  either  in 
their  own  premises  or  at  West  Riding  Clinics 
continued  and  this  accounts  for  the  decline  in  the 
official  West  Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attend¬ 
ances  are  not  reflected  in  our  statistics. 

Attendances  at  relaxation  and  mothercraft 
classes  continued  to  increase  during  the  year. 

This  educational  aspect  of  the  work  of  the 
domiciliary  midwife  is  becoming  increasingly 
important . 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the 
Division  showed  some  decrease.  During  1966, 

39>137  attendances  were  made  showing  a  decrease 
of  approximately  8.8%  over  the  previous  year. 

The  attendances,  although  rather  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  nevertheless,  are  very  satisfactory 
and  indicate  that  good  use  is  being  made  of  the 
clinic  facilities  available  in  the  area.

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried 
out  by  Health  Visitors  and  allied  staff  was  18,206, 
This  shows  a  decline  of  some  2,278  visits  during 
the  year  and  I  am  sorry  to  report  that  the  number 
of  visits  to  children  under  the  age  of  5  years 
again  showed  a  decline,  I  am  afraid  that  this  can 
only  reflect  the  increasing  difficulty  which  the 
Department  has  experienced  in  recruiting  qualified 
Health  Visiting  staff.

During  the  year  1,339  babies  were  tested  for 
the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria,  all  of  whom  proved 
negative.  This  is  an  important  screening  technique 
aimed  at  preventing  mental  sub-normality  developing 
in  a  baby  who  has  a  positive  reaction. 
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Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  "baDies  lorn 
in  the  Division  to  discover  cases  of  congenital 
dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  dis¬ 
covered  early  the  treatment  is  of  much  shorter 
duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As 
a  result  of  this  screening  technique  no  less  than 
14  cases  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon 
and  confirmed  as  dislocation;  thereby  qualifying 
for  early  treatment  of  the  condition. 

Cervical  Cytology 

The  Cervical  Cytology  clinic  continued  to 
operate  throughout  the  year  at  6  Victoria  Road. 
Sessions  were  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  by 
appointment.  The  main  object  of  the  clinic  is  to 
diagnose  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  in  the 
early  stages  when  treatment  is  relatively  easy 
and  the  chances  of  a  permanent  cure  are  excellent. 
During  the  year  680  women  over  the  age  of  30  years 
attended  for  the  first  time,  two  early  cancers  of 
the  uterine  cervix  were  detected  and  referred  to 
the  appropriate  specialist  for  treatment.  No  less 
than  48  patients  were  recalled  for  further 
examination  and  of  these  42  were  found  to  have 
gynaecological  disorders  requiring  treatment  and 
advice.  I  feel  that  quite  apart  from  the  value 
of  detecting  early  cancer  of  the  female  genital 
tract  and  other  gynaecological  disorders  a  good 
deal  of  excellent  health  education  takes  place  at 
this  clinic.  Women  attending  frequently  ask^ 
advice  about  problems  in  connection  with  family 
planning  and  other  topics. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  breasts  are 
clinically  examined  at  the  same  time.  Pour 
patients  with  breast  abnormalities  were  referred 
to  their  own  family  doctors  for  advice. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits 
carried  out  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  during  the 
year.  46,217  visits  were  made,  compared  with 
42,222  in  the  previous  year.  This  indeed  reflects 
the  increasing  amount  of  work  done  by  the  Home 
Nursing  Service,  as  I  know  that  with  improved 
liaison  with  the  Geriatric  Service  more  difficult 
cases  have  frequently  been  referred  to  the  Home 
Nurses  and  it  is  perhaps  the  quality  of  the  work 
in  addition  to  the  number  of  visits  which  is  of 
paramount  importance.

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  remained 
about  the  same.  The  tendency  has  been  for  an 
increase  to  occur  in  domiciliary  treatment  with  a 
decrease  in  clinic  or  surgery  treatment.  I  feel 
that  it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage  more 
patients  to  make  the  effort  to  visit  the  Chiropodist 
at  his  clinic  or  surgery  rather  than  rely  on 
domiciliary  treatment ,  not  only  is  domiciliary 
treatment  much  more  expensive  to  provide  but  it  is 
felt  that  the  old  people  would  generally  benefit  by 
the  social  contacts  made  whilst  attending  the  Clinic. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly 
for  the  elderly.  The  number  of  households  assisted 
during  the  year  increased  to  about  800,  while  the 
number  of  hours  expended  rose  by  just  over  14%. 

This  is  an  expected  and  significant  trend  as  it  is 
felt  that  some  of  the  cases  have  too  few  hours  to 
really  benefit  and  efforts  will  be  made  to  give 
maximum  improvement  to  recipients  in  this  category.
